June 6.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt outlined a $525,000,*

gram today to congressional lead­ 
ers, and It was agreed to rush it 
through before the approaching end 
of this session.

5. A $50,000,000 fund for retiring 
submarginal lands and moving pop­ 
ulations, particularly from sections 
such as some of those in North and 
South Dakota where crops are re­ 
ported to be completely ruined. 
6. A $50,000,000 civilian conser­ 
vation corps fund to provide em­ 
ployment for young men in the 
hard hit areas. 
7. A $25,000,000 wheat, corn and 
forage seed buying program.

COSHOCTON. O . June 5. — Jo­ 
seph K. Hall, RI. known here for 
more than a half-eentury as an ec­ 
centric entertainer and afreet min­ 
strel. is dead. 
Hall died in his home a mile 
west 
of Guernsey 
in 
Guernsey 
county. 
Until his fatal illness set in. Hall 
had spent his entire life as a care­ 
free soldier of fortune, his liveli­ 
hood 
consisting of contributions 
from his impromptu street enter­ 
tainments. 
, 
In 
Coshocton. 
Newcomerstown 
and other eastern and central Ohio 
towns 
he had become a widely 
known figure — a character of the 
type that lives in legend long after 
death. 
“Dressed in baggy clothing, far 


too large and held up by lengths of 
rope and safety pins 
Hall would 
put on his “act" in the street. In 
a factory or in a store. 
Old-time songs, chanteys of the 
rast that had been forgotten by 
everyone else, were sung without 
accompaniment and followed by a 
little jig dance. 
At the conclusion 
there was a peculiar, running bow. 
for which Hall was famous. 
He 
then would “pass the hat" and store 
the resulting pennies and nickels 
into a long hag carried in the 
pocket of one of his long coats (he | 
always wore two or three coats). 
Thin and slight of stature, carry­ 
ing a sapling cane, Hall was a 
Chapllnesque figure in his baggy 
and voluminous clothing. 
Always 
good humored, he liked to be "kid­ 
ded" by the spectators at his im­ 
promptu performances. 
He was born Jan. 15, 1S53 
in 
Jefferson county, the son of Reuben 
and Sarah Hall. 
He is survived by

Flexibility 
K the atm of agricultural relief has seem­ 
ed to be principally crop reduction under 
the Roosevelt administration, it is because 
of too much emphasis on what really la 
only a detail of a broad program of agricul­ 
tural adjustment.

—restrict production. For instance, the lat­ 
est figures on the winter wheat crop are 
640,000,000 bushels, but they are not adjust­ 
ed for damage from drouth. With an aver­ 
age crop of 650,000,000 bushels aa a basis, 
it la apparent that crop reduction is ceas­ 
ing to he a problem of the agricultural ad­ 
ministration. 


Inevitably, there will be the appearance of 
an about-face as the adm inistration faces 
the circumstance of 
agricultural 
produc­ 
tion decreased by natures whim. "The AAA 
program is not necessarily one of crop re­ 
daction,’’ explained Dr. Rexford G. Tug well 
recently when questioned on this point. “Our 
policy may well be one of crop expansion, 
and we are prepared to encourage produc­ 
tion as well aa to reduce it after taking into 
consideration the exigencies of the drouth 
and the International situation.” 


Production balanced to meet consumption 
is the problem of farm relief. For a time it 
appeared as though artificial crop reduction 
were the indicated method. An unforeseen 
accident of weather now promises to obviate 
artificial reduction and to demand, instead, 
consideration of a policy of encouragem ent 
W hatever one may think of the 
cur­ 
rent plan of farm relief, he cannot in fair­ 
ness aer that it has been set a t nought by 
droatb. Its object is unchanged—production 
balanced to meet consumption. 


view strikers as a sign of returning pros­ 
perity; there is more to consider now. 
Labor is struggling to gain security. It 
Is undertaking the struggle in the midst of 
widespread unemployment chiefly because 
it has been encouraged to believe that the 
new deal promised by President Roosevelt 
provides It with a mandate to proceed under 
circumstances wh!"h previously would have 
been regarded as unfavorable. It Is signifi­ 
cant In this connection that many of the old­ 
er heads in labor leadership are counseling 
a policy of caution while younger men are 
eager for aggressive tactics. 


Labor is not willing to wait for natural 
developments to give it security. 
It Is ap­ 
prehensive of the future because of its ex­ 
perience in the immediate past. It is convinc­ 
ed that security depends on it* own initia­ 
tive. 
Traditionally, labors Implement 
is 
the 
strike. Yet. labor knows that strikes retard 
the very recovery on which it depends for 
better conditions. It is a method to be used 
Judiciously, lest It hurt labor ss well as in­ 
dustry. Their interests are connected so 
closely that one cannot be damaged with­ 
out hurting the other. 


Labor apparently baa confidence in the 
sincerity and soundness of the plan offered 
to it under the new deal. 
It is difficult to 
reconcile this confidence with the use of the 
strike weapon in Industrial disputes. 
Se­ 
curity seems to be threatened rather than 
assisted by the affect. 


Falte Hope 
Americans who don't believe in the new 
deal, in whole or in part, are trusting the 
supreme court of 
the 
United 
States 
to 
straighten it out. They are confident that 
the court will not permit any permanent a1- 
eratione in traditional American ways of 
doing things, unless such alterations are 
dearly justified by the Constitution. , 


This faith in the court as protector of 
conservation is a fine tribute to a branch 
of the government that ha* not always stood 
in high respect. No institution has encount­ 
ered stronger opposition. 
Yet, 
undeniably 
these later days, no institution is regarded 
so respectfully by the people. Congress may 
falter, the executive may become confused. 
but th# Judicial tribunal will stand firm—the 
guardian of free government. 


Such a statem ent of 
faith 
would 
have 
sounded like mockery to many 
Americans 
a century ago. Though it is not startling now 
there ie need to define it more accurately 
than is done customarily. 
Particularity 
is 
there need for those who depend on the aup- 
rere court to challenge the 
new 
deal 
to 
understand what is entailed in the judicial 
process. 


The supreme tx>urt la not a super-legis­ 
lature, nor la it a high tribunal of review 
that passel on Important acts of the govern­ 
ment. It is a Judicial tribunal, the guardian 
of law. Its primary function, therefore, Is 
to enforce law in ^specific controversies, on 
appeal from decisions of lower courts. 
In 
short, its first duty is to defend laws against 
those who challenge their validity. Conse­ 
quently, numerous barriers have been erect­ 
ed to discourage 
challengers. 
There 
are 
stringent procedural and jurisdictional 
re­ 
quirement* to be eatisfied. 
The 
supreme 
court has access to all the trickery of law 
Itself to discourage those who would test 
the validity of any one statute. 


There are these general facts to bear in 
mind when speculating on the fate of the 
new deal before the supreme court. 
Fur­ 
ther, there are at least two facts with direct 
bearing on the situation. Together, they dis­ 
courage any inflated hope of opposition to 
th# legal structure of the new deal by the 
supreme court. 


First, the recovery act and the agricultur­ 
al adjustm ent act 
both 
contain 
"saving 
clauses.” That U, if any one provision or 
application la held invalid the rem ainder of 
the act is not affected. It would be virtually 
Impossible to challenge 
successfully 
any 
statute bearing such a clause. 
Second, the supreme court Is obligated as 
a branch of the government to function In 
cooperation with the government. From the 
standpoint of national expediency the court 
would not dare to obstruct legislative and 
executive efforts In coping with the depres­ 
sion. Americans who have perm itted them­ 
selves to fall victim to a false hope of res­ 
cue from new conditions by the supreme 
oourt will do well to understand the court’s 
true position in the national government.

The amount of gold In the world amounts 
to nothing compared with the world s need 
for real money, possession value everywhere.

This is hardly “financial radicalism,'' con­ 
sidering that more than three quarters of 
the world's inhabitants have no gold, sil­ 
ver being their only money, and consider­ 
ing that silver for more than three thous­ 
and years, was the world's only money in 
general use.

Many Foreign Care 
The spectacle of four cars parked 
In an alley Just off a thoroughfare 
during a resent evening revealed 
that but one of them carried an 
Ohio license plate. 
The others 
were from New Jersey, Kentucky 
and the District of Columbia. The 
latter had black figures on a yel­ 
low field. 
The Kentucky car, one 
from Kenton, that state, had black 
figures on a white area while that 
of the New Jersey car exhibited 
green figures on a blue surface. 
Those three strange cars sug­ 
gested the possibility of others 
from outside the state being at the 
moment in East Liverpool.

All of these cars were empty, the 
occupants of them at the moment 
evidently being engaged in dining 
while passing through East Liver­ 
pool, or were making arrangem ents 
for spending the night here.

perity; there is more to consider now. 
Labor Is struggling to gain security. It 
is undertaking the struggle in the midst of 
widespread unemployment chiefly because 
it has been encouraged to believe that the 
new deal promised by President Roosevelt 
provides it with a mandate to proceed under 
circumstances whirh previously would have 
been regarded as unfavorable. It la signifi­ 
cant in this connection that many of the old­ 
er heads in labor leadership are counseling 
a policy of caution while younger men are 
eager for aggreeslve tactics. 


Labor ie not willing to wait for natural 
developments to give it security. 
It is ap­ 
prehensive of the future because of its ex­ 
perience in the immediate past. It is convinc­ 
ed that security depends on its own Initia­ 
tive. 
Traditionally, labor's Implement 
is 
the 
strike. Yet, labor knows that strikes retard 
the very recovery on w'hirh it depends for 
better conditions. It Is a method to be used 
Judiciously, lest it hurt labor as well aa in­ 
dustry. Their interests are connected eo 
closely that one cannot be damaged with­ 
out hurting the other. 


Labor apparently has confidence in the 
sincerity and soundness of the plan offered 
to it under the new deal. 
It la difficult to 
reconcile this confidence with the use of the 
strike weapon in industrial dispute*. 
Se­ 
curity seems to be threatened rather than 
assisted by the affect. 


Flexibility 
lf the aim of agricultural relief has teem ­ 
ed to be principally crop reduction under 
the Roosevelt administration, it la because 
of too much emphasis on artist really la 
only a detail of a broad program of agricul­ 
tural adjustment. It is one of the misfor­ 
tunes of public servants that they are unable 
to prevent the public from concentrating at­ 
tention on particular phases of their pro­ 
jects, frequently with the result of cresting 
mlaucderstanding. 


Obviously, crop reduction and 
a 
major 
drouth do not fit well together. In the case 
of several agricultural products drouth is 
doing what the agricultural adjustment ad­ 
ministration has tried to do unsuccessfully 
—restrict production. For instance, the lat­ 
est figures on the winter wheat crop are 
440,000,000 bushels, but they are not adjuat- 
ed for damage from drouth. With an aver­ 
age crop of 650,000,000 buahels ae a baals, 
It is apparent that crop reduction is ceas­ 
ing to be a problem of the agricultural ad­ 
ministration. 


Inevitably, there will be the appearance of 
an about-face as the administration faces 
the circumstance of 
agricultural 
produc­ 
tion decreased by natures whim. "The AAA 
program la not necessarily one of crop re­ 
duction," explained Dr. Rexford Q. Tug well 
recently when questioned on this point. “Our 
policy may well be one of crop expansion, 
and we are prepared to encourage produc­ 
tion aa well aa to reduce it after taking Into 
consideration the exigencies of the drouth 
and the international situation." 


Production balanced to meet consumption 
la the problem of farm relief. For a time it 
appeared aa though artificial crop reduction 
were the indicated method. An unforeseen 
accident of weather now promises to obviate 
artificial reduction and to demand, instead, 
consideration of a policy of encouragement. 
W hatever one may think of 
the 
cur­ 
te s t plan of farm relief, he cannot in fair­ 
ness sag that it has been aet at nought by 
drouth. Its object is unchanged—production 
balanced to meet consumption. 


A Question Of Method 
Several week’s of strike news and the in­ 
st! thoughtful people are taking

Americana who don’t believe in the new 
deal, in whole or in part, are trusting the 
supreme court of 
the 
United 
States 
to 
straighten it out. They are confident that 
the court will not permit any permanent al- 
eratlons in traditional American ways of 
doing things, unless such alterations are 
clearly justified by the Constitution. , 


This faith in the court aa protector of 
conservation is a fine tribute to a branch 
of the government that has not always stood 
in high respect. No institution has encount­ 
ered stronger opposition. 
Yet, 
undeniably 
these later days, no institution is regarded 
so respectfully by the people. Congress may 
falter, the executive may become confused, 
but the judicial tribunal will stand firm—the 
guardian of free government. 


Such a statem ent of 
faith 
would 
have 
sounded like mockery to many 
Americans 
a century ago. Though it is not startling now 
there la need to define it more accurately 
than is done customarily. 
Particularity 
is 
there need for those who depend on the eup- 
pere court to challenge the 
new 
deal 
to 
understand what la entailed in the judicial 
process. 


The supreme -court is not a auper-legis* 
iature, nor ie it a high tribunal of review 
that passes on Important acta of the govern­ 
ment. It is a Judicial tribunal, the guardian 
of law. Its primary function, therefore, la 
to enforce law In .specific controversies, on 
appeal from decisions of lower 
courts. 
In 
short, its first duty is to defend laws against 
those who challenge their validity. Conse­ 
quently, numerous barriers have been erect­ 
ed to discourage 
challengers. 
There 
are 
atrlngent procedural and Jurisdictional 
re­ 
quirements to be satisfied. 
The 
supreme 
court has access to all the trickery of law 
Itself to discourage those who would test 
the validity of any one statute. 


There are these general facts to bear in 
mind when speculating on the fate of the 
new deal before the supreme 
court. 
Fur­ 
ther, there are at least two facts with direct 
bearing on the situation. Together, they dis­ 
courage any inflated hope of opposition to 
the legal structure of the new deal by the 
supreme court. 


First, the recovery act and the agricultur­ 
al adjustm ent 
act 
both contain 
"saving 
clauses." That is, lf any one provision or 
application la held invalid the remainder of 
the act la not affected. It would be virtually 
impossible to 
challenge 
successfully 
any 
statute hearing such a clause. 
Second, the supreme court is obligated aa 
a branch of the government to function in 
cooperation with the governm ent From the 
standpoint of national expediency the court 
would not dare to obstruct legislative and 
executive efforts in coping with the depres­ 
sion. Americans who have permitted them­ 
selves to fall victim to a false hope of res­ 
cue from new conditions by the supreme 
court will do well to understand the court’s 
true poeition in the national government. 


It’g Hot In Washington 
With adjournment in view, election cam­ 
paigns beginning, the sun beating down re­ 
lentlessly and the public temper on a ragged 
edge, congress is beginning to ehow the 
strain. 
Members have worked hard. 
They 
have been subject to more than ordinary 
pressures from many directions. 
It Is time 
for a re st 
The decision reached by the Democratic 
majority in the house of representatives to 
face the fact that freedom of speech and 
action may constitute a hazard to parlia­ 
mentary action is neither surprising nor 
ahocking. The Republican party, with more 
experience in guiding legislative action, dis­ 
covered long ago the necessity of practicing 
actual as well as nominal control. 
Naturally, when Republicans were in the 
saddle, Democrats resented what they liked 
to call “gag rule” and ■,dictator*hip.,, 
lf 
Republicans did not take such charges ser­ 
iously it was because they 
realised 
what 
Democrats themselves now are forced to 
admit. If the legislative majority wishes to 
control It must resort to measures that teem 
to be Inconsistent with notions of liberty. 
Speaker Rainey haa been given extraor­ 
dinary power# to hasten the end of the pres­ 
ent session. In the senate, the majority and 
minority leaders have reached an agree­ 
ment which discourages dilatory tactics fol­ 
lowed to prolong the session. No one ob- 
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$6,000,000,000 More 
The 
house 
appropriations 
committee 
winds up a session of cash distribution such 
as no other nation has known, except in 
w ar time, by giving the President authority 
to spend for "relief’’ six thousand million 
dollars. 
That is a large sum. and on the old-iash- 
ioned paw nbroker plan of issuing interest 
bearing bonds, the Interest would Increase 
the six billions to twelve billions all to be 
paid by taxpayers. 
The governm ent's currency, the govern­ 
m ent's guarantee, would be exactly as good 
aa bond, with the 
sam e 
guarantee, 
and 
would save Interest charges.

The trouble is that lf currency were issued 
there would be “nothing in it” for those 
th a t’lend money, whereas, with bond issues 
there will be six billions in

silver. 
This is hardly “financial radicalism,’’ con­ 
sidering that more than three quarters of 
the world’s inhabitants have no gold, sil­ 
ver being their only money, and consider­ 
ing that silver for more than three thous­ 
and years, was the world's only money in 
general uae. 
The French word for money 
today argentine means “silver." 
Judas got 
30 pieces of silver, not gold. 
We are going on a partial, limping seml- 
iilver basis, which means having back of 
our money twenty five dollars worth of sil­ 
ver at the nominal imaginary rate of 91-29 
per ounce, for every hundred dollars worth 
of gold. 
The government must purchase some thir­ 
teen of fourteen hundred million ounces of 
silver, that will cost, with silver prices pro­ 
bably rising, between seven hundred and 
one thousand million dollars.

That you must have a stye every 
seven years is an ancient belief. It 
is no longer accepted by the ma­ 
jority of people. Yet I frequently 
receive an inquiry as to what meas­ 
ures can be taken to prevent the 
seven-year appearance of this dis­ 
agreeable condition. 
It is Important to make sure that 
the 
inflammation 
and 
infection 
caused by the stye have been over­ 
come. Once this is accomplished 
and 
ordinary 
hygienic measures 
are 
folloved it Is probable there 
will he no immediate recurrence of 
the stye. 
A stye is an infection in the root 
of an eyelash or of the nearby tis­ 
sue In the margin of the lid. Usual­ 
ly 
It 
can 
be 
traced to lack of 
cleanliness, or to rubbing the eye 
with dirty fingers or a soiled hand­ 
kerchief. As a rule the victim of 
a stye is In a rundown condition 
because of lack of sleep, improper 
food or some chronic disturbance. 
How To Treat Them. 
The first sign of trouble is red­ 
ness of the eyelid. The inflamma­ 
tion spreads and within a few days 
the whole lid is swollen and in­ 
flamed. 
Soon there is a yellow, 
tender 
spot. This is in reality a 
tiny abscess of the lid. 
The 
abscess may rupture and 
evacuate the pus. When this hap­ 
pens the pain and discomfort sub­ 
side. Within a few days the lid re­ 
turns to normal size and appear­ 
ance. 
Unfortunately, not all styes dis­ 
appear so 
easily. 
As a rule the 
swelling persists and the pain in­ 
creases. 
A small amount of pus 
may escape from time to time, but 
the 
swelling remains. At beat a 
stye is indeed an unpleasant, pain­ 
ful and disagreeable affliction. 
I can think of no more simple 
and efficient treatm ent for styes 
than the application of hot boric 
acid 
solution. This should be re­ 
peatedly applied to the eye with 
soft, sterile gauze. The heat local­ 
ises the abscess and causes it to 
come to a head. 
Don’t Rub th* Eyes. 
A night apply an ointment of one 
per cent yellow oxide of mercury 
to the margins of the Infected eye­ 
lid. Cleanse the eyelid with warm 
boric acid solution upon arising in 
the morning. If swelling and pus 
are still present continue with hot 
boric acid applications. 
Sometimes it is necessary to in­ 
cise and drain the small abscess. 
The doctor will decide about this 
and when it is done, the irritation 
quickly subsides. 
Never rub the eyes with your fin­ 
gers. Do not use a soiled handker­ 
chief to wipe your eyes. 
If you 
reed a great deal or feel you have 
overtaxed your eyes have them ex­ 
amined. Kind out whether you need 
glasses. Avoid eyestrain and keep 
your eyes clean and you will es­ 
cape styes.

Under a new law, which became 
effective June I, all W elt Virginia 
barbers and beauty culturiats or 
any person engaged in the work of 
barbers and beauty culturing for 
reward, must be licensed, state offi­ 
cials said today. 
The measure, which wa* passed 
during the special session of tbs 
state legislature last winter, makes 
it unlawful to perform such ser­ 
vices for reward, excepting in a 
shop or office, which is separated 
from rooms in which food is sold 
or handled, and which ta separat­ 
ed by partition from the rest of 
the house, when in a private dwel­ 
ling. 
The state health departm ent is 
completing a setup to handle th* 
issuance of licenses and enforce­ 
ment of the law. 
Six inspectors 
will be appointed for various parts 
of the state. 
Barbers and beauty 
culturists, who have applied for li­ 
censes. will be permitted to oper­ 
ate until the new setup is complet­ 
ed.
